-whom they represented, in appealing to 
the civil 'court was both unwise and un- 
scriptural. The principle of arbitration is 
very generally recognized among the dis- 
ciples. On April 14 last, a proposition for 
arbitrating the differences existing in the 
Decatur, church was submitted in writing 
to T A Pritchett, chairman of the board 
of officers, by Brethren P. W. Humphrey, 
W W. Day, W. L. Pierce, H. Brubaker, 
J. E. Wheeler, J. P. Richardson, C. W. 
Lewman. The testimony shows that such 
proposition for arbitration was in process 
of preparation at the time the civil suit 
was begun. We therefore direct that the 
civil suit be dismissed by the prosecution, 
and that tho costs in the case be equally 
divided as already agreed upon by the 
parties themselves. 


3. It is our mature conviction that a di- 


vision of the Disciples of Christ in Deca- 
tur Into two organized churches, at the 
present time, Is inexpedient and unwise. 
Two such churches born of mutual strife 
and bitterness could not expect to receive 
God's blessings or to enjoy the divine 
favor. Besides the property held by the 
Disciples here does not by any means 
warrant such a division of forces. We re- 
gard the action of the officers of the 
church on March 4, 1896, in voting to ter- 
minate the term of service of Brother G. 
F. Hall as not binding, since an appeal 
from said action was taken to the church 
and sustained by the same on March 8, 
following. Nevertheless for the above 
named and other reasons It is, in our 
judgment, wholly impracticable to con- 
tinue the united work of the church in 
this city under the ministry of G. F. Hall. 
We, therefore, direct the trmination of his' 
pastorate on or before July SI proximo, 
and that he be paid per week for services 
rendered as per first contract with him. 


4. The members who withdrew from ths

The National Committee Decides 


Contests in His Favor, 


AND TOM REED THROWS OP THESPONGE 


The Apostle of Protection Will Be Nom- 


inated on'the First Ballot, and Prob- 


ably by Acclamation—Joe Man- 


ley's Statement. 


Still a Winner. 


ST. Louis, June H.—The meeting1 of 


the republican national committee to 
decide the contests for seats in the na- 
tional convention absorbed the general 
interest in affairs pertaining to the 
convention yesterday. There were no 
impi riant arrivals, except members of 
this committee, and they were so con- 
cerned with the proceedings of the 
committee that they declined gener- 
ally to give attention to other ques- 
tions. 


The proceedings were of a harmoni- 


ous character, and while there was 
evidence that there r, as genuine feel- 
ing in behalf of tiie various candi- 
dates, this feeling did not at any time 
take on a personally aggressive form. 


The entire day's session was given 


up to the Alabama contests, which in- 
volved the seats of the lour delegates- 


A Sure Winner, 


ftt-large and all of the nine districts 
except the second, making 22 seats 
that were in dispute. The contests 
were all decided, except those from 
the third and fifth districts, in which 
hearings \vere postponed on account 
of the absence of either conte.atu.uts 
or contcutees. 


1 he points at issue in the sixth and 


eighth districts were settled outside of 
the committee and the contest in both 
instances withdrawn 
The issue was 


presented to thecoinmitteejn all other 
cases. 


Of the 18 delegates whose cases were 


decided either by vote cf the commit- 
tee or by withdrawal, 16 ai e for Mc- 
Kinley and two for Heed for president. 


There was no division upon any of 


the contests except that made in the 
cuse of the clelegates-at-large, and this 
was overwhelmingly in favor of the 
the Vaughn, or McKinley delegates, 
and against the Moseley, or anti-Mc- 
Kinlev men.

LODIS, June 11 —William Mc- 


Kinley, of O uo, will he the nominee 
of the national republican conven- 
tion for president. He will, no doubt, 
be nominated on the first ballot, and 
possibly by acclamation 
The conven- 


tion, in shoit, will resolve itself into a 
ratification meeting of the most pro- 
nounced character, and the apostle 
of "protection will receive an ova- 
tion second ouly to that which was 
tendered to Grant in 1808 and again in 


1872. 
Whatever opposition may have 


existed heretofore to the Ohio man 
bab dissolved in thin air, and the anti- 
MeKiuley men are running to cover as 
fast as the exigencies of the situation 
•will permit. All doubt of the person- 
ality of the presidential candidate was 
removed, when, immediately after the 
adjournment of the national committee 
last evening, Joseph H. Manley of 
Maine, threw down his hand. 
From 


noon until sundown Mauley sat quietly 
in the com mittee room in the Southern 
hotel and took stock of 'the McKinley 
boom. When a test vote was taken 
on the Alabama contest and the re- 
sult was announced, the friend and 
champion of "Tom" Reed expressed 
no emotion save for a faint smile 
which illumined his countenance for a 
brief moment. Manley had been pre- 
pared for the inevitable and accepted
